1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: In addition to 
the remarks of record, the cited prior art fails to teach or suggest the claimed multiple 
stages arranged longitudinally such that the cross sectional area and volume of each 
state is decreasing in the direction of the detector and the cross sectional area of each 
state is constant over a predetermined longitudinal distance. The closest cited prior art 
is WO 97/12637 that at best teaches in figure 6 multiple stages that are identical in 
volume and does not meet the claimed requirement of the volume of each stage 
decreasing in the direction of the detector(7). Additionally, WO 97/12637 teach in figure 
3 a single volume that is decreasing the direction of the detector, but fails to meet the 
claimed requirements of having multiple stages and a cross section of each stage 
constant over a predetermined longitudinal distance.
